W. McLeod, the Indian foreman of I 
the Hudson Bay post at Moose Pac-J 


tory, near which settlem ent the bal­ 
loon came down December 14 after 
its flight from Rockaway Point, N. 
Y. M cl^od brought out the first word 
that the Americans were safe, driv­ 
ing a dog team 200 miles to announce 
their arrival at Moose Factory. 
The balloonists had no idea of 
their location after having been aloft 
two days, McLeod said. They thought 
they were still over New York state. 
Their gas bag kept sagging toward 
the earth and they dropped suddenly 
out of the low clouds and saw the 
snow-covered ground leaping toward 
them.

“The feeding of excess protein to 
dairy cows for long continued periods 
may be injurious to the health of, 
the cows,” says a statem ent issued 
today by the Farm bureau. 
“It may also affect the growth 
and development of the offspring. 
Physiological derangem ents may be 
induced in both cows and offspring. 
This method of feeding may also af-j 
feet the composition and milk yields 
of the cows and also of the offspring, 
if the latter remained on the same 
rations as were given their dams. 
'Metabolic variations in the digesti­ 
bility and general utilization of the 
nutrients of the rations would prob­ 
ably occur.

support two families—the family of 
the owner, and the family of the ten­ 
ant. 
Steps in Development 
“There are three steps in a farm­ 
er's development—one, 
labor, two, 
tenancy, and three, ownership. 
You 
cannot get away from it because the 
tenant eventually becomes an own­ 
er, and when he gets older and wants 
to retire, he sells his land and puts 
his money into securities, and his 
land is usually bought by a man who 
has previously been leasing. 
“Now, bankers and lawyers can 
aid in bettering the conditions of 
tenancy, by 
becoming 
acquainted 
with the needs of dairymen who are 
taking out leases. If you educate 
them to your problems through the 
Farm Bureau to 
understand 
your 
problems, the leases can be drawn 
for longer terms, and the question 
of proper buildings can be arranged 
by the owners and bankers. But you 
have to educate the lawyer drawing 
the lease, and the banker loaning the 
money. 
“The ideal dairy lease should pro­ 
vide for the erection of proper build­ 
ings. The pasturing of alfalfa should 
be prohibited. The leases should be 
for longer terms. On the other hand 
the banker, and the owner, to in­ 
sure the success of the man leasing 
the property, should insist in the 
lease that the dairymen join cow* 
testing associations, that they be­ 
long to the Farm Bureau, that they 
use pure bred bulls, that they use 
silos, and use proper feeding meth­ 
ods. 
Holds Differentiation Lax 
“Frequerttly a banker doesn't care 
to lend money on dairying busi- j 
nesses. This is merely because he I 
doesn’t go to the trouble to find out 
what differentiates a good dairyman I 
from a poor one, the same way th a t, 
he would differentiate

Give 
that which cost you most as a pray­ 
er to God.

“The vessel of our lips, is the third 
vessel,” he continued.

SIFF IT POSTOFFICE 


T hat the 1921 series of W ar Sav­ 
ings stamps in all denominations are 
now on sale at the postoffice and 
that a new treasury savings stamp 
was issued this year was the an­ 
nouncement

Postm aster 
Overshiner today. 
"The sale of the 1920 W ar Sav­ 
ings stamps closed December 31, said 
Overshiner.” It should be noted that 
the 1921 series m ust be placed on 
1921 certificates, so when purchas­ 
ing new stamps, be sure to ask for 
a 1921 certificate. The value of the 
1921 W ar Savings stamp for this 
month is $4.12, increasing one cent 
each month until maturity, January, 
1926.” 
There has also been placed on sale 
at the post office, a ne./ stamp of $1 
denomination, non-interest 
bearing, 
known as a treasury savings stamp. 
Twenty of these stamps, when affixed 
to a treasury savings card, will be 
accepted as a $20 payment on the 
purchase of a $25 treasury savings 
certificate, and four, eight, twelve, or 
sixteen of such stam ps affixed to a 
Treasury savings card will be ac­ 
cepted as part payment on one, two, 
three, or four war savings stamps re­ 
spectively. 
The treasury departm ent also of­ 
fers for sale registered war savings 
certificates in denominations of $25, 
$100 and $1,000 (m aturity value), to 
be known as “Treasury Savings Cer­ 
tificate.” 
The $1000 certificates will be sold 
only through banks and trust com 
panies which are cash and collat­ 
eral agents for the sale of w ar sav­ 
ings certificates. The $25 and $100 
certificates may be purchased at the 
post offices. These certificates bear 
interest the same as the W ar Sav­ 
ings stamps and m ature in January 
1926.

“T o O ur Disabled Com rades: 
“It is w ith em otions m ore deeply 
fe lt th at it is possible for me to ex­ 
p ress th at I greet you th is C hrist­ 
m as day—you men to whom th is na­ 
tion owes a debt it can never repay; 
yon whose fortunes it shall ever be 
the first proud privilege and duty of 
the A m erican Legion to espouse— 
you who are still in hospital because 
of w ounds and infirm ities suffered in 
your country's service. 
Years Pass Swiftly 
“More than two years have passed 
since the echo of the last sh o t died 
aw ay. To those of us who by good 
luck came through and w hose sa c ri-; 
flees should not be m entioned in the 
sam e breath with yours, th ey have j 
been busy years 
They have gone 
sw iftly by while we have been re­ 
establishing ourselves in th e callings 
of peace, insuring fu tu res 
to 
our­ 
selves and our fam ilies. So m uch has 
intervened th a t the w ar seem s very 
far aw ay a t tim es. 
"I know som e of yon m en feel that 
m any of us seem to have forgotten 
th e re ever w as a war. T hese sam e ! 
tw o y ears have not passed so sw ift­ 
ly for you w ho rem ain in hospital.
